All these fac- 
tors taken together make the region 
one of promise. The enormous num- 
ber of colonies of bees In this region 
It pointed to as proof of the great 
nectar resources, and If these colonies 
are given proper core vatt quantities 
of honey can be produced. 

The abandonment of the "gums" 
and boz-hlves and the adoption of 
modern equipment, together with prac- 
tices more suited to the region, is ad- 
vised. The region, it Is said, needt 
more men engaged in beekeeping on 
a commercial scale at a chief or only 
occupation. The peculiarities of the 
region, however, are such at to de- 
mund a close study of the business. 
Cureless beekeeping, it is pointed out, 
Is entirely unprofitable, especially In 
places where the main honey Mow 
comes so soon ufter the last killing 
fmst of the spring.
